The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 6, on line 20 (page 3 of the claims, line 5), delete " providing, " and insert 
- - providing - - in its place. 

In claim 7, line 2, delete "said positive type photosensitive resin composition" and 
insert "the second photosensitive resin layer" in its place. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Miyagawa et al. (US Pg-Pub 2003/0011655) teach a method of making an ink jet 

head using a first and second photosensitive layer (par.0136) but fail to teach the 
specific composition of the second photosensitive layer, as required by claim 6 and 18 
of the instant application. 

There is no prior art teaching that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the teachings of Miyagawa et al. and obtain the claimed inventions of the instant 
application.
